ANXIETY IN LONDON. 

London, .Ian. 8.— 1:.-0 a. m.— Tin^ Brit- 
ish public is at last face to face with a 
critical nioni,ent in the cnnipaign. It 
may safely be said that at no previous 
tine- have there been such anxious hours 
of suspense as will ho passed tiuMuigh 
until the arrival of further news regard- 
ing the fate of Ladysmith. The edi- 
torials this morning fully reflect the ex- 
treme gravity of the situation, witli a 
painful current of ominous foreboding, 
mainly caused by the fact that, while 
the Boers have now changed their tac- 
tics and assumed the offensive. Gen. 
Buller is apparently unable to do more 
to assist Gen. White than in making a 
deraonstrntion. As the heliograph 
ceased working yesterday aClernoiui 
(Sunday) it is presumed that Gen. 
White's last message was sent by a 
pigeon or runner. 

JODBEET'S INSPIRATION. 

London, Jan. 8.— A despatch from the 
Boer camp at Colenso, dateil Thursday, 
sent by way of Lorenzo Manpies, men- 
tions that a tlinmlcr storm had turned 
the dry rn vinos into torrents and:flooded 
the Tugola up. Doubtless Gen. Joubert 
was sure ho had secured a couple of 
ilays in which he could attack Lady- 
smith withntit interference from Gen. 
nailer, who, even if he decided to at- 
tempt to relieve the town, would prob- 
ably occupy -three days in reaching it 
even by a victorious advance. 

HEARD IN BULLER'S CA.Ml'. 

The Daily Telegrai)li lias the follow- 
ing from Frore Camp, dated .Saturday, 
.fauna ry G, 10::!,") a. ni.: "A very heavy 
hombardment went on at Ladysmill. 
from daybreak until 8 this morning. It 
is believed an action was in progress, 
for musketry tire was also heard. It is 
possible the giirrisoi\ wtis making a 
sortie, for the Boors at Colenso loft the 
trenches and retired towards Lady- 
sniitli. 



"Our big naval .guns at Cliieveley 
Camp fired several rounds at tlie enemy 
as they iicro leaving their Colenso lines. 
Gen. Hiiller lias ridden on to Chiovcloy 
with his state." 

The Daily Mail has the following, 
dated January C at noon, from Frere 
f'.Tiiip: "At ."! o'clock this morning very 
heavy firing began at Ladysmith. It 
lasted fully four hours, and must have 
meant either a Bortie by the British or 
a determined attack on' the garrison by 
the Boers, Our shells could be seeni 
falling on Umbuwhunn hill, and the 
enemy u'ere replying. 

•' Besiilos the cannon reports there 
were sounds indicating suialler pieces of 
iirtillery in action. The fighting must 
have been at closer range than has been 
the case up to now. 

Our naval guns at Chioveley continued 
the usual tire into the Boer trenches 
there, but there ,was no further move- 
ment here." 

CLEUY TO TIIE RESCUE. 

London, Jan. 8.— A special despatch 
from Fr^ro C,amp, dated January (i, 
7 p. m., says: "At 2 o'clock this after- 
noon tlio wliolp of Gen, Glory's division 
niiirclied out of camp to attack Colenso. 
Gen. llildyard'a brigade was on the left 
and Get!. Barton's on the right, with 
cavalry on the extreme right. 

" The attack was slowly developed, 
and at -hoO the Britisli field guns ad- 
vanced on the centre and comraoiieed 
shelling the Boer positions , on the (hit 
Innd behind Hlanpwand Hill and Fort 
Wylie. Abojit this time li heavy 
tlinndcrstorin raged over the enemy's 
positions. 

"At .'):;?0 o'clock our troops were still 
advancing, and had reached a jioint 
very near iColenso. The naval l.T nrnl 
field guns were busy dropping shells into 
the enemy's Frenches along the rivers, 
and the forts of the enemy had made no 
reply." 

THE ASSAULT EXPECTED. 

London. Jan. 8.— The Times piddishes 
a despatch from Ladysmith, dated 
.Tanuary 1,' recording two niglit move- 
ments on the part of the Boers to iis- 
sault the town. These iiad to lie aban- 
doned when the British defences were 
reached, but the wrrespondent says it 
•I I's apparent that the great attack 
would not lie long delayed. 

" Loyiilly supported by tlie eiviliiins, 
the garrison can hold out for a consider- 
able period. V.'e are not .vet reduced 
to half rations. The greatest dillieiilty 
is perhaps accommodatipns for the 
■wounded -and sick." ■

London Gratified at New Proof 
of Strenjjth of Lady- 
smith Garrison.

New York, Jan. 7.— Reviewing the 
South African situation under Sunday 
morning's date, the London correspond- 
ent of the Tribune says: 

•• Gen. BuUer's army was in readiness 
to move upon the enemy's works yester- 
lUiy, after systematic scouting all along 
the line from Springlield to Ilangwan.i. 
There were found two strongly fortihed 
positions south of the Tugela, at ciieh 
end of the defensive line, covering i(i 
miles on the opposite bank, with guns 
eommiiiiding eveiy fording place. 

-Til.' Springfield district had been ex- 
plored hy seoitls early, but there wa'i 
a- leeoniiiiissance in f^^ree Friday after- 
noon toward llangwana liy a strong 
force of cavalry and riflemen, with two 
guns. There was shell firing from the 
naval guns behind Lord Dundonald's 
cavalry, and various attempts were made 
to draw the enemy's fire, but in the end 
the troops returned. to camp without 
having- learned where <the new trenches 
had been laid. 

"The lesson of the first battle at 
Colenso and subsequent futile recou- 
nnifisanccs and artillery practice was 
that one engagement was necessary in 
order to ascertain where the enemy was, 
and that a series of battles, one after 
another in quick snccossiou, might be 
required for the relief of Ladysmith. 
The Springfield outwork could not be 
left in the enemy's possession if any 
turning movement were attempted above 
Colenso, and in any attack at the centre 
llangwana could not be passed over or 
masked. 

"There was , still another alternative 
plan, that of conducting a turning niove- 
ir.cnt nineteen miles east of Colenso by 
the "Weoneii road to Ladysmith. But 
this seemed like a desperate underlak- 
iiig, wilh llangwana strongly held by 
the enemy several miles cast and three 
south of tlu^ ruined railway bridge. 

" While tlie loniigers at the clubs 
were discussing the probabilities of the 
situation last night and settling down 
to tlu! conclusion that the tirst shot 
would be the signal for several days of 
desperiite fighting, but that Gen., Buller 
would wait for another battery and 
nnotlior regiment of Hussars and not 
order the advance until Monday, the 
war olllce cleared the field of action for 
at least twent.v-four hours by posting a 
short bulletin. 

" It was from Gen. Buller at Camp 
Frere and contained a message from 
Cien. White, stating tfiat tic Boers had 
attacked Ladysmith in considerable force 
toward. 3 o'clock on Sunday morning. 
While Gen. Buller was ' waiting for a 
few more guns and .mounted troops, or 
possibly for the water to fall a little 
lower in the Tugela. or for the mule 
train to be pnt in better order, Gen. 
Joubert bad attempted to surprise the 
garrison by a night sortie, and a spirited 
attack had been made. The Boers 
were everywhere repulsed, but the light- 
ing was still in progress at o'clock. 
Tlip story was only half told by helio- 
grapli, for the retirement of the Boers 
was not announced, but so far as it wont 
it had the right ring for British curs, 
M'liite'R men were holding their own and 
fighting gallantly, after a long siege, 
Tliey had not been taken by surpr'ie, 
and even with thi'ir .snjiply of ani'jiiini- 
tion. which there has been goo'l reason 
to believe was failing, th'\, had re- 
pulsed this bel.-ited attack in force. It 
was iui inspiring storv, which '.brought 
a line glow of entln'oiasra to 6veryEng- 
li.<liniairs heart.

Oxford Professor States Prin- 
ciples Wliich Are Probably 
Governing British. 



Foodstuffs Merely Pfe-empted 
But Carriage of Spldiers 
Brings Confiscation/ 



London, Jan. 7.— The most authorita- 
tive ,|3nglish deliyenince yet made on the 
questioii Of international law InTOlved in 

tho seizures in Dclagoa Bay is in die 
statement just issued by Prof. A. E. 
IIollau<l, of Oxfoi-d university, who pre- 
partnl the admiralty manual of tho law 
of prizes. It is highly probable the Eng- 
glish goverunieut .will act in the spirit 
of I'rof. Holland's utlerances. He 
writes : 

"Of four inconveniences to which neu- 
tral trading vessels are liable in time of 
war, tlio blockade may be left out of 
present cdnsaiferations. You can only 
blockade i)ortB.of..yojur,,eneniy, a)id. the 
Soutli African republics have no jxirt 
of their own. 

"Throe other inconveniences must, 
however, all be endiu^ed, viz.: Prohibi- 
tion to carry contraband goods, prohibi- 
tion to engage in. the enemy's service, 
and Hai^llity ,to be ■visited and searched. 

"Eadi of Oiese requirements has given 
rise to wide divergence of views and to 
considerable literature. While Conti- 
nental opinion and practice favor a hard 
and fast list of contraband articles, com- 
l>risiiig only such as are already suited 
or can readily be adapted for \ise in op- 
erations of war, English and American 
opinion and practice favor a longer list 
and one capable of being from time to 
time extended to meet special exige:icies 
of war. In such a list may figure even 
provisions, 'under circtuustauccs arising 
out of the iieculiar situation of war, e.s- 
peeially if going with a highly probable 
destination to military -.ise.' 

"It would ibe ill accordance with our 
own pre\ious practice and •\vith Lord 
Granville's despatches during the war 
between Fraace and China in ISS.'j if we 
treated Hour as contraband only when 
ear-marked as destined for the enemy's 
llwH, arn:ies or fortresses. Even in such 
cases oar jiracLice lia.s been not to cim- 
fisea'.e a cargo, but merely to oxerci.so 
over it tlie right of pre-emption, so as to 
deprive the enemy of its use without do- 
ing more in jury'than can .lie helped. 

"Consignments to' Jjorenztj , Marques, 
connected sis is that', towiii' by only 40 
miles of railway vnOi the Transvaal 
frontier, would seem to be ■ndthln tho 
principles of American civil war cases. 

"As to contrhuous carriage by neutral 
shiiw of enemy's troops, or of even a few 
military ollicei-s, as also of enemy's de- 
spatches, this is to an enemy service of 
so (inportaiit a kind as to involve confis- 
cation of the vessel coiicornod, a pen- 
alty which under ordinary circurii- 
Htances, is not imiwKsed upon carriage of 
eontraliaiid jiropeity so called."

New York, .Tan. 7. — Cabling to the 
Tribune from Loudon regarding the crit- 
icisms of the military authorities, Mr. 
Ford says: 

"Tho indiscriminating fusilade against 
military oUicials who are laboring ardu- 
ously at their posts doing their best, 
even if soittKi of thwblundered and fail- 
ed to forecast the magnitude of the 
struggle in South Africa and the utrique 
defeu'sivo tactics of tlie Dutch -warriors, 
is bringing contempt. 

"lA>rd Wolseley, Sir William Butler, 
Sir John Ardagh and other military men 
who liave beeu under fire from the black 
press cannot violate ofildal decorum and 
defend themselves. 

"This kind of warfare is unfair and 
un-English. The ministers may have 
made tlio mistake of working too stead- 
ily and delivering too few speeches; cer- 
tainly then? are many things to which 
they could direct jjublic attention with 
a good grace. Whatever miscalculations 
were made at the outset of the war, tlie 
nation was as blind as the ministers 
themselves. 

"The largest English army ever imt in 
tho held has been carried to the euds of 
the earth with perfection of system and 
detail. Wien the war opened there were 
17 infantry battalions in South Africa 
and 70 at home; there will 'be at. the end 
of this month, apart tmai cavalry and 
artillery, 70 battalions of infantry regu- 
lars in tho field and 73 in the UniKsl 
Kingdom. This astonishing re.sult has 
beeu secured by calling out the reserve.^, 
by leaving line men under age at liomi! 
and by stiffening detachments with mili- 
tia. 'The barracks are us full as they 
were when the war opened, and the third 
line of defence ha.s hardly been drawn 
uiM>n. 

"If a dozen battalions of Militia have 
volunteered for foreign service, r>0 re- 
main in reserve; if 70,000 Volunteers 
and 3,000 Yeomanry Cavalry have been 
allowed to enlist for the war, there re- 
main behind ^HO.OOO citizen soldiers for 
a future emergency. 

"The war otilce headquarters staff 
clearly desc.rve credit for the system.'itic 
operatic7a of the mobilization scheme, 
and old England, pulsating with patrio- 
tic ardor, is a long way from lic-mg at 
tlio end of her military resources."

Wliite 
says that the enemy's? loss was very 
heavy, greatly exceeding ours, whicli 
cannot have been lij,'ht iu view of the 
fact that some of our eatrenehinents 
were taken and retaken three tiu\es. 
The Boers were' clenrly outtoufht; ind 
they must have been taught a lesson 
wliieh they will not soon forget anil will 
make them very chary o£ conun;,' into 
close cimtact with our nu^n a^aiu. The 
lifjhtinj; lasted all clay. 

Ueu. Huller made a deuuinstration at 
the same time that Gen. White was 
engaged, and on Saturday afternoon 
Gen. Clery was sent ftu-wr.rd wilh his 
whole division against Colenso. .No 
news has been receiveil of the result of 
this movement, unless the report current 
in London that Biilier had crossed the 
Tugela and captured twelve nuns re- 
lates -to it. No ollicial cuntirnialiou of 
this report had come up to last evening. 
Souu?thing of this fctad Is to bo expected. 
It may be possible that their repnlse at 
Ladysmitli- will have such a discimi-ii^;- 
ing elTect npmi the oneaiy that tlu'y 
will withdraw from the Tugela anil cun- 
ceutrate wiiain ilioir own territory be- 
fore it is too late. This is, of course, 
pure speculation,' hut .i£ 'it is- trae that 
the enemy's food Biipply has beoii run- 
ning short, it is jnst possible that the 
attack upon I..adysmilb may have been 
a last effort to capture our force there 
before beginning the inevitable retreat. 

It is impossible to read the stories of 
■the I)attles at Mager.sfonteiu and the. 
Tugela without being impressed wilh the 
great gallantry of our nu'u, and the in- 
judicious way in wliicb they were 
handled. Wo have not joined in the 
chopiiB of 'condem»a:tio£i ot our generals, 
and kiiow, how .much easier lb Ms to be 
v.ise .after the event than before it; but 
it seems ver.v extraordinary that in both 
cases our men wore marched right into 
the very face'- of the enemy's trenches.

.MU. HAYWAHD'S ADDRESS. 

Mr. Charles Haywnrd's address to the 
electors of Victoria, in connection wit.Ii 
his mayoralty candidature, is a document 
of more than ordinary interest. Mr. 
Hay ward lays particular stress upon the 
railway connections of A''ictoria. This 
i.i the greatest (inestion before the peoiile 
i>f it.his city, and it is stitisfaclory to 
know that Mr. Hayward i.s keenly alive 
to its impoPt;ance. He appreciates the 
desirability, hay. the absolute necessity 
of improving our connections iiortli. east 
and south, if Victoria is to keep pace 
with the growth of the 'business of the 
Coast and take her proper place among 
the cities of the Pacific Northwest. It 
is the prominence, which is given to this 
supreme question, which makes this tid- 
drcss to tile electors deserving of their 
closest attention. 

A time has come in tlie history of Vic- 
ti>ri^ when tlie ettiaens-.inust decide- vvlmt 
Its future shall be. It is for thein to 
«iiy whether it shall force its wiiy to 
the front with its rivals or slnill give 
place to more eiiergetie coi'miiuuities, 
which meana that our city will recede 
and Tiot advance. There is no such thing 
a,s stiinding still in these da.Vs of active 
comiietition. If we do not move onward 
with our competitors wo will fall back. 
At present Victoria occnpies the firsft 
place commercially in British Cohimbia, 
but this proiud po.sition can only bo re- 
tained Ijy constant atriving for greater 
control. 

The transportation problem is the key 
to the future. Victoria -being on an is- 
land, it has been to a certiiin extent Inin- 
dic-apped. No one will deny thiit other- 
wise this city woiilil have been the ter- 
miinis of the t-antKli.in I'acilic. It might 
litive b(>eii the terminus as it was, but 
there is no use in talking about this 
now, except to say that it is to be hoped 
that spirit of over-contidence, whieli 
some fifteen years tigo prevented the 
people ot Viictorit). from insisting upon 
tlio transcontinental line being brought 
here, will not operate now to prevent the 
necessary efforts being made to secure 
new arteries of tratlic. The -history ol 
the Canadian Pacific shows that Vic-- 
loriu only is sure of what the people are 
determined to hold. Ix't us dismiss for- 
ever the notion that our city cannol be 
igniiri.Ml, for it e(M'tiiinly will be ig'iored 
if 'the citizens do not adopt a vigorous 
policy in regard to transportation mat 
ters.

WANT OF CONFIDENCR. 

The iiroKcntation of petitions being 
disposed of, 

vMit.SPBA.KEB remarked that a 
„want-or-confidence resolution appearing 
QU the orders, the house, " according to 
.custom," would permit this motion to 
take precedoneo over all other buslne.^s, 
giving Mr. Turner (in whose name the 
motion stood) the floor. 

'I'he opiiosition leader (piestionod that 
there was anythiiif; in the rules of pro- 
ciclure K'iviiiK the preference alleged to 
a want-of-conli(lence motion, and stated 
that be proposed to " pass " the resolu- 
tion until another day, as he Uesirrd to 
secure certain inforinatior. before initiat- 
ing the debate.

COTTCN also opposed the 
holding,' over of the motion in <piostion, 
and pointed the house to a r,arallel case 
m lS!);i, when, lii^ said, he had had a 
similar notice on the paper and had 
wished to hold it over but was iKit per- 
mitted to do KO, Hon. Mr. Davie, the 
then premier, conteiidiiif,' that such a 
resolution shonhl take precedence over 
all other business. 

MR. TUR.N'ER replied briefly to the 
two ministers, citing cases of cDiinter 
import; and explained that his desire in 
"passing" the motion was to secure 
fuller iuformution in order to present his 
case. 

HON. MR. SEMLIN advised, in this 
ev«nt, that the motion be dropped and 
revived by notice in the customary way 
when Mr. Tarnor sl.ould be ready to 
proceed.

MR. HIGGINS eongnitidated tiie 
house and .the meraberH of . tho press 
upon ' 'tho completion' .'during the recess 
of 'thc loijg desir6d,'trjillery, .hoplig that 
tbete''Woufld'nio Idngcr be 'ariy complaints 
of niisreporting, the excuse in the past 
liaving been thiit-Jit '-was impossiljle to 
liiMir Vvhilt Was 'siiid by members on tho 
tloor of the ch.mibor. . At tho same time 
he t(>ok occa^siion to eonvi>laiin of .the 
irarhled, fictilioius and improper refer- 
ences to the proceedings of Thursday 
that had appeiiro<l in tlu; press, liaving 
appoirontly ibeen telegraphed all over tlie 
world. He referred particularly fo a 
pi'V/fioation in tho Seattle Post-Intclli- 
gonccT which, though telographed from 
■\"nncouvcr, puriiorted to be a report of , 
tho house proceedings. It. devoted' conij, 
aideriDble attcntioa '10 the ja«tliod addjp^l 



od by a certain houoralilo member in 
reiicliing the hoii.se (with 'which he would 
have notJiing to do) and thou proceoded: 

"Tho regular Vuncouvw steiuner would 
arrive shortly • after six o'clock, with 
Wells and Preiitiee, two interior piveru- 
uient members, on lioard, and if thy d(i- 
•hate by any me;iJis could be spun tmt to 
that t'inu-, it would be an easy matter 
to save the comiilicatioiis ot a vever.se 
vote on tho Jirst day of the session. The 
prineiiMil work of the fight was placed 
on Hon. A. Hendeiison of New West- 
niin.sti'r. the succiiMOiS;' tgf/pkl:^. Martin. 
Tfio first hiUfljOjf the^Mamiftt^turn-down 
of the xoveriiinont 'was accwmplrahed suc- 
oessfidJy, «nd there it 'stbppecl. Premier 
Seinlin . moved that tho house -adjourn 
till Monday, and with tho Qielp of Mr. 
Martin, the" opposition triumphed. The 
motion was voted down. Then Mr. Tni-- 
ner, tho leadiT of the bpiM)sit.ion and the 
ex-j>reui'ier, moveti tliat the lioiuse ad- 
journ until Tnesdiiy. The last two 
words were suparlbKru-s, but they saved 
tho government. A molioii like that al- 
lowed debate which would not have 
been [K>ssible , it it hud been otherwiso 
worded. lIeiider,son promptly took ad- 
van'ta;;e of it. II<! kmjw that Wells 
would reach the house vi.'ry sooa after 
six o'clock, and if he eoidd keep up the 
debate until that time the opposition 
scheme wi>ulil fail. ^lartin and Ili.i;- 
gins, the ex-speaker, did all they (rould to 
Ket Heiidorson ruled out of order. They 
interruiitod bun .scores ot times on points 
of ordi'r, ihut Henderson was too clever 
for the pair. He beat thein at their own 
game. In reply to their continual inter- 
ruptions ho made plain his right to be 
heard. Tho interruptions of the opiKisi- 
tions grew more rlijorpys kis tlie time 
drew uearei; for the/nrrlrad of the ^'an- 
couver steamer, and' Hcriilersdii siill held 
tlie fort at six o'clo'ek. Half an hour 
more of the wrangUng twik plare ami 
Mr. Wcflls walked iii. with the . beers .if 
tl.tf government aceoiiipanyjii;; liini." 

The reading of this very fanciful M'r-

"Votes and I'roceediiiL.'^" in contrailic- 
tion of the imaginnry i-e|Mn-| he had been 
dealing with. Tho vecord.s sisid: 

"Mr. Turner moved, seconded by Col. 
Baker, that the Jiouse, at its rising;, do 
siand adjourned uiilil two o'clock on 
Tuesday next. 

"A point of order liavini; arisen on the 
relevancy of the debate, ami the Siicjiker 
having decided .^aine to he in i>i-iler, Mi.

"Mr. Speaker left "the chair at six 
o'clock." 

Continuing, Mr. Iliggiiis ob.served that 
it was a i)eculiar thiiij; that lliis publi- 
cation, purportiiiK to be a report of the 
house i>roceedings here in A'ictoria, 
should have been siMit from Vancouver. 
He entered an emphatic protest aguinst 
the press ^-alleiy being used for the dis- 
semination of such garbled and fictitious 
misrepri'sontations.

Mt. Uigglns explaiiu-d, 
to the Jiiuch-"discit8sed clght-haur law, in 
its operation in this metalliferous mines 
of the Kooterfays.

180.S, there was transmitted to tin 
Ijioutenant-fJovernor of British Colum 
Ilia a copy of an approved minute of 
the I'rivy Council enibodying tho views 
of Your lOxeellency's government in re- 
gari! to the proposeil removar of the 
Indians. That minute summarized the 
negotiations betweon the provincial 
government and Mr. .1. A. ,1. McKenna, 
who was commissioned by ordor-In- 
couneil of the 13th 3\x\y, 1897, to confer 
with the provincial feovernirient on tlie 
subject of the removal of the Indians, 
and referred to. tb^ fact tliat on the ICth 
December, 1887, the superintendent- 
general of Indian nffaira advised the 
rremier of British Columbia that lie bad 
concluded that the second proposal st!b~ 
niitted by Mr. McKenna was the fairest 
that could be made, and, provided the 
most effective means of ''removing the 
Indians, for. if accepted," it would admit 
of a speedy and satisfactory Settlement 
of this long-standing (luestion, jvithout 
the province being calleil upon to relin- 
ipiisli any right or give up any asset, 
while at the same time properly pro- 
ii'ciiiig Ihe rights of the Indians. 'J'he 
iiiinisti'r furtlier states that tlie pro- 
propii-^al referred to is embodied in a 
i-oninniiiii'alion addressed by Jlr. .Mc- 
Kenna to the Hon. .1, II. Turner, and 
dati'il at N'ictoria on the IStU Septeiu- 
lier. bSDT. It is as follows: 'On the 
provincial governiiu'iit passing an order- 
iii-c(juneil concurring, without prejudice 
to the claims of either govcruiuent to 
Indian reservi'S in the province, in the 
disposal by the Doininioii of the Song- 
hees reserve, the Dominion government 
will agree to s(?cnre within two yi^ars 
from the date of the said order, the re- 
moval of the Indians, and to fund for 
their beiielit, subject to the laws of the 
Douiinitm iti respect to Indian trust 
funds, the proceeds derived from the 
sale of the land comprised in the Song- 
hees reserve, less such an amount as 
may be expended in procnriiig a new 
location and effecting tlie removal and 
rehabilitation of the Indians, and in dis- 
posing of the land in the present re- 
serve.' And in tho same communica- 
tion Mr. McKenna pointed out that the 
provincial goveriiuient's claim to a re- 
versionary right in tho land should not 
stand in the way' of occeptance of his 
proposal, ns that government would 
liave as good a' claim to n reversiouary 
right in the capitalized proceeds of the 
sale of 'the land us it could have in tbc 
land itself. The minister recommends 
that as he is convinced, that 'Mr.' Mc- 
Kcnuu's proposal .is the fairest, and 
most feasible that could be made, that 
the liieutcnant-Govornqr of British CoU 
iiuibia be advised In reply, to bis.'de^ 
spateli of the 13th March, I8IM), that 
Your lixccllency's government is pro^ 
pared to act upon it ns soou as the gov- 
ernment of British Columbiii signifies 
its acceptance -of the offer. The eom- 
inittee submit • the same for Your Ex- 
cellency's 'approval."*'

To the Electors of the City of Victoria: 
Ladies oind Gentlemen: In coming. 
Iieforo .YOU, at'.iiihft' TtQ^uest of a iiUir<bor; 
of cftizeiis, (iii a'c'andidate for re-iMectiou 
to tho.otllce.of mayor for the year 1900, 
I desire to review as brieliy as possible 
some of the Jinprovemtints 'that have 
il)c-t>n juade in our c-itj' since j-ou iiouored 
mo with your confidcn'Ce in 1S07, and to 
give a short outline of the policy I shall 
pursue if 'xe-elected. 

' Watorw'orks.' — . Tlie . filter beds and 
reservoir liave been coiinileted and a iiev,- 
intake pipe I'rvui the Oake has been put 
in. The ■\vork.s are operating very sat- 
isfactorily,' and.the-'wateiruflKfW' supplied 
to tho citjzens is pure ondi'wholesome, 
but to insure nn abundance of the same 
during the dry season' it -will be neces- 
sjiry to establish a powerful pumping 
station near the daitTifairm, the' cost of 
which ^^•v)nld be about $18,000.' When 
this is done the present pumping ; sta- 
tion on Yates street would not bo oper- 
iited, but would be keiit in reserve for 
use in ca.s<.' of onicrgeucy. A t'welve-incli 
main should also ha laid along Goveru- 
iiieiit street in place of the present 
iiich, which can be u«;d'in other parts of 
Uic city. 

Fire Department— T?ie efllciency of 
tliLs institution has been greatly improv- 
ed by the .dispt^saJ of the old fire ball in 
the lower part of Yates stretit.and tho 
erection of a ne^v one at the corner of 
Yates street and Femwood road, thereby 
giving protection to the eastern part of 
the cit.v, while the conversion of a iior- 
tioii of the market building into a cen- 
tral lire hall, and the inirchase of a new 
powerful lire eugiuc and a modern chemi- 
cal <.'Ugine have given greatly increased 
protection to the city. Duriiig the cur- 
rent year it will .he necessary to provide 
a lii-e hall ami cliemical engine for the 
western jiari of ilie city, as that neigh- 
borluKMl is at present practically without 
any iirotecUoii except what is provided 
by a few Jiydrants. 

Streets. — A conimeiicemeul has heen 
made in permanent street improveiiiciits, 
two blocks on Fort ^itrcel having been 
paved with wooden blocks, and concrete 
sidewalks, ou Government street from 
Courtenay, to .Tohnsoii strcet.s. Concrutt 
sidewalks have been laid on hotli s'ides, 
also on portions of Store and Johnson 
streets, while arrangements liavo been 
made for paving with wooden block 
Broad stl-eet from Yates ito I'ort street, 
' and Yates street from Government to 
'Douslaa sbreets. If «lecte<l I shall <'n- 
deavor to contimie ithe street paving as 
far as tile funds at the disposal of Uie 
council will permit. 

I'oiut EUiee Bridge Suits.— I have al- 
ways been (tj favor of settling tliose 
oases without further resort to Ic-gal pro- 
ceedings, and negotiations are now in 
progress and nearly completed for the 
settlement of the clainw, which there i.s 
every reason to hoiX! will, if nothing 
should occur to interrupt the negotia- 
tions, be in a few weeks settled for a 
suiu .so moderate that it will commend 
Itself to every nttejiayer. 

Ifaliway Conimunication.— I fully real- 
ize the necessity for better L-o!iiiiU!iiica- 
tioii with tlie .Mainland, and would ad- 
vocate giving s-ubs-taiitial assistance to 
any company that will provide for our 
needs m tliat respect. A by-law is now 
'belore the council asking the city to sub- 
scrilio for .^r)()0,()0(l of stock in a coui- 
paiiy whose object is to ac<iuire the Vic- 
toria & SidiK'y railway, to extend the 
•■^ame to the cenire of the city and con- 
nect with the K. .\. railwav: l-o .■oii- 
^^truct and oiH.M-ate a ferry cininectiou be- 
tween the iiorlh»>rn tcruiinns of the Sid- 
ney railway and a iH)int on tlu; .M;iinlan<l 
near I oiiit Hoberl.s, from which i>oint a 
railway is to bo built to Chilliwack. Be- 
fore subnutting that by-law for vour ap- 
proval, it will he the duly of the council 
to see that tliu iiiteresis of the <-ity are 
properly con«erved, and the liuancial suc- 
cess of the scheme diiSlirtMl, ^^o tiiiit tJiere 
may be no doubt about the work being 
completed without any further demands 
won the city. In my opinion it would 
IitN lx;tter fofthiVcity to give a substvn- 
tial annual subsiily for a term of voUta 
rather than to .subscribe for a large am- 
ount of stock, 

llarbor Xmpiovelneiit.-W'ith or with- 
ypc railway cominunicatiou with tlie 
•uainland our iiarbor is in its n*'.seut 
condition iiiadeiviiate for the )!('ecis of 
our shipping iuteres-ts. Srmio work iias 
Ken done in investigating the merits of 
IhO Sorby fichcme for the imiiroveinent 
or the harbor with very saUsfactory re- 
!>i.iJt«, and I shall if elected advocate 
pMeing on the estimates a sum siilUcient 
to complete tlie investigation in order 
lhat the citizens may be in possession uf 
satisfactory Snformation from expert 
aiitliorities as to .the feasibility of the 
scliemo as an engiooeriug work, and 
irom a hiiaucial and commercial nodnt 
of vRnv. 

Bridges.— In tiie oveat of Mr OroCt 
failing to carry out his scheme it will 
he the duty of tlie counal to take stops 
for tho coiictruction of . ji .jiermanent 
causeway or bridge across ..lamca Bay 
•iiHl liUmg in the llat.s without delav. Ar- 
Tangenients are made for strongthVning 
Kock Bay bridge, and the council is en- 
deavoring to obtain permission from the 
I'oiiiiiiiim governnient to fill in a con- 
.'^iderable portion uml,-r llio presi-nt 
bridge, in (,i.,|i.r that tho length for a 
Iieniiiinieut bridge may be .shorteiitKi con- 
siderabl.v. TJie engiiu'er rei>orts Point 
l'.I.i(;o bridge iK-rfectly s;ife, and in mv 
opinion the city should niake u.si. „f it 
lor the present at least until the result 
of the harbor investigation is made 
known, as in the event of that sclienie 
being carried out tiie city would be re- 
lieved of the cost of all .tli(v .bridges. 

Sewerage.— During the vear ali(,iit 
thrcKl-quartoi-s of a mile of', sewer pipe 
.has been laid, but as th<> oulv funds 
available for extension are tlie ]»rocc(<ls 
of the sower renUil fund, about .'i;-l,()OI) 
per year, the progress must necessarily 
be .slow; and I would advociite the 
rais-nig of a loan for extending the sew- 
orago system, pairticulariy in tho c*astern 
iwrtion. of ithc (jib'. ■ • ■ • ■ 

Electric Lighting.— "Dhe system has 
bcH'ii greatly improved by Jnereasing tlio 
size of the power house, and the iiur- 
chase of more powerful djnmnios which 
have enabled tlie council to supply a 
iiiimber of new lights, which will, I hope, 
be further increased during tho present 
year. '■•• 

I .'iliall .also, if elected, niendeavor 'to 
idace on tiie estimates a.sniall sunv'for 
liaiiil concerts ,in Beacon .BiH.' park .dljii!- 
iiig llie summer montlis, a larger ap- 
propriation for iibrary '.purposes, the 
present suni, .'i;l,2i10, being too siuaM to 
enable tiie council to maintain the library' 
and reading room in a -satisfactory uian'- 
ner. 

I:i coiicliishiii I iieg to say that ,if you 
are iileased to give lll(^ a reiiewal" of 
your conlideuce, my policy in the fnlure 
will be the same as it hits Ikhmi during 
iiie inist, an earnest endeavw to work 
lor the iiiteiX'Sts of oar fair citv, to im- 
prove il.s couditipn,. nnd to promote its' 

welfare. . . •
